It is argued, at page 7 of the remarks, that "Luo fails to teach or suggest a "source contact region comprising (1) a doped 
polycrystalline silicon contact region in electrical contact with (2) the source region"". However, lines 56-67, column 4 and lines 44-46, 
column 7, figs. 4,7,8 of Luo do show the source contact region comprising: a doped polycrystalline silicon contact region 13a in electrical 
contact with the source region 13b. Thus, Applicant's claims 1-16 do not distinguish over APA and Luo references.. 
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
